KIMBERLEY, South Africa, Jan. 
2—The diamond industry has fe: 
covered two-thirds of the ground it 
had lost since the boom year, 1032 
and Kimberley looks for the return 
of its most prosperous days. 

Sales for the first six months of 
1936 have been estimated at $20,- 
000,000, and it is confidently ex- 
pected that a total of $40,000,000 for 
the year will be reached. 

Sales in 1932 totalled $60,000,000. 
From that figure thev slumped to 
$7,500,000 in 1933. There was a re- 
covery to $20,000,000 in 1984, but 
only as the result of complete clos- 
ing down by the big South African 
Producers. During 1935 mines were 
gradually reopened, and sales for 
that year totalled $31,250,000 


EVERY MINE OPEN 


Now every mine in the Kimber- 
ley district is open except one, the 
Jagersfontein, which produces blue- 
white stones, and it is announced 
that work will soon be resumed 
there also. 

The improvement in sales is re- 
flected in the price of diamond 
shares, some of which have riser 
spectacularly, and are still rising. 
Shareholders who had seen their 
holdings reach the lowest level for 
all times are now recovering their 
losses. 

The principal destinations of the 
stones in normal times are the 
ng States, Great Britain and 
nadia, 


INCREASE PURCHASES 


The last-named country has large- 
ly increased its purchases in recent 
years, re-investing in diamonds a 
great deal of the proceeds of its 
discarded gold. 

Great Britain will claim the at- 
tention of the diamond market in 
1937, when big business is expected 
to develop as a result of the Coron- 
ation. The United States have also 
increased their purchases, both the 
important diamond centres of Ant-

The Argosy at the end of each 
year is made into a year book by 
binding all the issues together 
into a smart black and red cover 
to make a permanent record of 
the students’ school life. In this 
way we have a month to month 
record of the news of the school 
instead of just the last minute 
rush ag the usual year book por- 
trays. 

The Jast issue, known ag the 
Graduation issue, contained # pic- 
ture of the graduation class. But 
since June, 1935, instead of one} 
large group pawre of the gradu- 
ates there have been individual 
ones each accompanied by an ap- 
propriate epitaph, 

Until this year a special feature 
of the Argosy has been the Vaga- 
bond Vagaries written by the Vag. 
This was a revealing comment on 
the romantic side of the students’ 
life. It always caused a great deal 
of speculation as the Vag was un- 
known, This year, however, the 
Vag hag given way to Cecil Young 
who js brive enough to sign his 
name to “Winchelling Around”, 

Helen Love's Feminine Frivoli- 
ties, a comment on things dear to 
the feminine heart, is a great suc- 
cess as a new feature, 

The various activities and sporis 
instead of each having their own 
heading as in former years, have 
been put under one heading—Can- 
did Comments and Sports Flashes 
by Catherine Douglas and Bill Cud- 
die respectively.
